It's just an insult to 
readers| to explain’ every 
thing ” This is one reason why 
her books are so short, her 
mastery is in her ability to hit 
the target with a single arrow 
Fitzgerald began her writing 
career at the age of sixty, 
another reason I love her. The 
Blue Flower, published in 1995, 
was her last book; she died in 
2000 at the age of 4. Among 
British critics, The Blue 
Flower was the most admired 
novel of 1995, chosen nineteen 
times as “Book of the Year.” It 
won the National Book Critics 
award for fiction in 1997 

This book, quite simply, is 
brilliant 

The Blue Flower is set in late 
eighteenth-century Germany 
at a time of uproar caused by 
the French Revolution. It's 
based on the brief (1772-1801) 
life of — Friedrich — von 
Hardenberg before he became 
“Novalis,” one of the leading 
romantic poets of his day. The 
blue flower, which he used as a 
metaphor of longing for the 
unattainable, became the sym 
bol of the entire Romantic 
Movement 

Fritz - as he is informally 
known — is one member of a 
very large family who live in a 
perpetual state of extreme fru 
gality and religious thought, As 
the eldest son he will follow his 
father and become an inspec- 
tor of the salt mines, though he

The Blue Flower 


has already begun to make a 
name for himself at the univer- 
sity as a promising philosopher 
and poet. When, in his twen- 
ties, Fritz falls in love with the 
lively twelve-year-old Sophie 
von Kuhn, he is determined to 
marry her, despite the conster- 
nation this causes his family 
and friends. 

What Fitzgerald has done is 
created a novel about longing, 
in the form of an eighteenth 
century Romantic poem 
Rather than a straightforward 
telling of the tale she breaks 
the narrative into fifty-five 
short chapters, shifting the 
perspective among a cast of 
memorable characters from 
three separate families, the 
Hardenbergs, the Rockenthiens 
and the Justs, and their assort- 
ed friends. Although written in 
English, the book reads like it's 
been translated from German, 
a literal, no-nonsense lan- 
guage, and is peppered with 
German phrases. As is typical 
of Fitzgerald, not a word is 
wasted and yet entire images 
are conjured up: the annual 
washday at the Hardenberg 
household (“..great dingy 
snowfalls of sheets...”); Fritz's 
scarily-precocious — youngest 
brother (“As to Bernhard, you 
must remember that not all 
children are child-like.”); the 
silence of breakfast-times, 
punctuated by the slamming of 
coffee mugs onto the wooden 
table, accompanied by cries of 
“Satt!” (Enough!) and 
Sophie's illness, borne stoically

That is what justifies philoso- 
phy and German philosophy in 
particular.” Later, at 2:00 a.m., 
Fritz declares to his fellow stu- 
dents “I see the fault in 
Fichte's system, There is no 
place in it for love.” 

For a variety of reasons, 
many readers will not like this 
book. However, in order to fully 
appreciate it we must discard 
our twenty-first century blind- 
ers, because we live in an in- 
your-face time when infatua- 
tion is called love and artifice 
passes for romance. Novalis 
defined romantic poetry as giv- 
ing “..a mysterious appear- 
ance to the drdinary, the digni- 
ty of the unknown to the famil- 
iar and an infinite significance 
to the finite.” 

Penelope Fitzgerald has done 
just that, I can't recall a book 
where historical and literary 
style and content were braided 
so tightly, and for that alone 
the book deserves its many 
accolades.

Boston Representative 
James R. Miceli (D-Tewksbury 
Wilmington) is a co-sponsor of 
legislation that increases the 
penalties of impersonating a 
police officer while in posses: 
sion of a badge 

Currently, a person convicted 
of impersonating a police offi 
cer can only be punished by a 
fine of not more than $400 or by 
imprisonment of not more than 
one year. In addition, a person 
who is found in possession of 
an official police badge shall 
be punished by a fine of not 
more than $50. 

This legislation increases the 
penalties of impersonating a 
police officer while in posses: 
sion of a badge to not more 
than ten years in prison or a 
fine of not more than $10,000. 

“Police officers are the people 
we turn to in times of crisis. 
We should not have to worry 
that the person attempting to 
pull us over or responding to an 
emergency situation is actually 
impersonating a police officer. 
These individuals that imper 
sonate police officers prey on 
the trust and respect that we 
have for those in this honorable 
profession.” Miceli said. “lam 
pleased that we have taken 
steps to strengthen these laws 
to punish those that think they 
can violate such an important 
trust.”

“Our students want to be in a 
school environment that they feel 
safe and secure,” stated Middle 
School Principal _—_ Kathleen 
Conway. “We run a lot of educa 
tional programs. One of the 
biggest things we work on is bul 
lying - bullying can lead to other 
things like risk-taking behaviors. 
We help them to learn at an early 
age how to say 'No'. We teach 
our students how to communi 


cate; with the administration, 
with each other, and with their 
parents.” 


Eric Tracy stated that in the 
High School the role of the prin 
cipal is more about tracking kids. 
“We try to be vigilant, work with 
the kids, work with their families, 
work to build a trust level:with 
them and address issues as they 
come up. My personal policy is to 
address (issues) hard and fast 
but never sink a kid. We try to 
throw out a life line’ There are 
instances when we have to 
enforce the rules, and that's 
unfortunate, but we like to stay 
connected to our kids. We like to 
work with our students to try and 
keep them on an honest path, 
pointed toward a positive goal.” 

Both principals agree that the 
collaboration between the police 
department and the school 
department “really allows us to 
take a proactive approach.” 

The Woburn District Court 
Probation Department sees a 
very different point of view - one 
where prevention either did not 
work or was not attempted 

“Once they're hooked on heroin, 
they're not coming back,” states 
Assistant Chief Probation Officer 
Vincent Piro. “Parents live the 
nightmare. Probation only s 
portion of the problem. We try to 
keep pace with what's happening 
and try to save some lives. If I 
can save one person, that makes 
my whole year.” 

Mike Higgins, a probation offi. 
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cer for over 26 years, developed 
the Heroin Education and 
Awareness Task Force (H T.) 
along with the seven cities and 
towns under the jurisdiction of 
the Woburn District Court. The 


mission of this task force is to_ 


educate the public, especially 
parents, about the extent of hero- 
in use and abuse among young 
people in their community. Mike 
is passionate about getting the 
word out: “I'm not; we're not, on 
this panel because we have to be. 
We're here b use we want lo 
be. There are problems in every 
single community within. our 
jurisdiction. There are only two 
ways to stop a heroin addict: Jail 
and death.” 

Joanne Caraviello, a medical 
technologist with Preventative 
Medical Associates works with 
addicts in an out-patient drug 
detoxification and rehabilitation 
program through Woburn Family 
Practice. Ms. Caraviello states 
that the majority of the patients 
she sees are between 19 and 25 
years of age. The program uses a 
combination of drug therapy and 
counseling (both group and one 
on one) to support addicts in 
their quest to come clean 

When a young person is in trou 
ble, the whole family is in trouble 
and needs help. Wilmington 
Families Anonymous provides 
support. Based on the Twelve- 
Step program of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, members include 
parents and family of chronic tru- 
ants, run-a-ways, drug and alco: 
hol abuser and social dropouts of 
all ages. At meetings members 
come to realize that they are no 
longer alone. They learn how 
families in similar situations 
have dealt with similar problems. 
Members use first names only to 
preserve anonymity. Meetings 
are Thursday evenings from 7:00 
p.m. to 8:30 pm. at the 
Wilmington United Methodist 
Church. 

Louisa, the founding member of 
the group states, “Anyone who 
feels they might benefit from an 
FA meeting is welcome. No prior 
appointments or arrangements 
are necessary. There are no dues 
or fees.” 

Families Anonymous is a non- 
professional, non-profit organiza- 
tion, which does not solicit nor

Upon arriving at Wilmington 
High School on Sunday, those 
interested in becoming a donor 
will learn about the process and 
will sign a participant consent 
form, prior to giving a small 
blood sample.

‘Testing is currently $65.00 per 
person, However, Massachusetts 
or Rhode Island Health 
Insurance coverage; provided it is 
a non-Erisa plan, must, by law, 
cover HLA testing. Confirmation 
of coverage for HLA testing 
should be confirmed through 
one's health insurance provider 
or employer. Fundraising will 
help to defray the cost of testing 
for those persons without health 
insurance or for those unable tc 
pay the $65 testing fee.

“My son was 
not the kind of teen one would 
expect to become a drug addict 
He was a captain of his football 
and wrestling teams at 
Burlington High School and popu 
lar among his teammates. He got 
good grades and didn't have 
behavior problems.” 

Mrs. DiGentinaso's story is sim- 
ilarly heartbreaking. Her 
youngest son, Michael's, battle 
with addiction started at 14 when 
he began to abuse alcohol 
Alcohol proved to be the gateway 
through which Michael became 
addicted to heroin and at 23 years 
old, died of an overdose. Says 
DiGentinaso, “Michael was a 
friendly, outgoing, athletic kid, 
but drugs do not discriminate.” 

Battling the source of the drugs 
is the job of the Cross Borders 
Initiative. | Based in Lowell, 
Massachusetts, the Cross Borders 
Initiative of the DEA is a task 
force comprised of Special 
Agents of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration, members of the 
Massachusetts State Police, and 
the Lowell, Wilmington and 
Salem, New Hampshire Police 
Departments, The mission of this 
multi - jurisdictional task force is 
to identify and target major nar- 
cotics trafficking organizations 
that are based along the northern 
border of Massachusetts and who 
through various methods both 
transport and distribute these 
illicit drugs to customers in 
Northern New England. 

Special Agent Calese Couchman 
and Wilmington Narcotics 
Inspector John Bossi work 
together on this team, which 
gives Wilmington an edge. 
Through this initiative, investiga- 
tions receive greater manpower 
and funding than local depart- 
ments on their own can afford to 
give 

The stakes are higher for the 
criminals as well. 

“By investigating these crimes 
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n't changed her personality.-With 
the cart she forgets that she's 
paralyzed.”

“For 
instance, there is no law in 
Massachusetts for prosecuting a 
person who provides drugs: “to a 
person who dies, At the Fefteral 
le there is a 20 years to life 
on sentence.” 

Wilmington is the first commu: 
nity in the Massachusetts Federal 
District to successfully prosecute 
and put away dealers, 

Why is drug enforcement such a 
high priority in Wilmington’ 
States Bossi, “The Merrimack 
Valley area has the third highest 
consumption in the country 
Wilmington is in the midst of two 
source cities: Lowell and 
Lawrence; and our access to 
highways make it easy drop off 
point 

“We could take all of the officers 
in town and have them work nar 
cotics and we still couldn't handle 
all of it. Narcotics investigation 
involves a lengthy legal process, 
thoroughly checking all leads 
Remember, the old Hess gas sta 
tion? That was a two year investi 
gation. But because of that case, 
16 dealers were arrested in 
Lawrence and taken off the 
street.” 

“The worst thing a police officer 
can do is to go into a house where 
a mother has just found her child 
dead of an overdose.” Bossi 
shakes his head. “I take that per 
sonally.” 

Wilmington Police —_ Chief 
Michael Begonis says, “We are 
very passionate about what we've 
done here in the last five weeks. 
Without your support, trying to 
enforce the drug laws is like try: 
ing to overhaul an engine with a 
feather duster and a screwdriver. 

“You've got to know your kids. 
Share every minute of their lives 
Keep an open-door policy. Look 
for problems before they begin,” 
says the Chief, “because if they 
get to our level, it's already gone 
too far.” 

“They may hate you for it now,” 
added Det. Lt. Neville, “But 
they'll love you for it when 
they're still alive in ten years.”

Street, which currently dead-

The proposal will not include 
eight townhouse-style units along 
bordering Floradale Avenue, as

into good use to benefit the town 
and provide affordable housing to 
the community.” 

Doucette cited a lack of suffi- 
cient water supply and the lack of 
MBTA approval for the develop- 
er's plan to construct a pedestri- 
an walkway underneath the 
Route 62 bridge. The proposed 
waikway would allow pedestrian 
traffic to flow between the MBTA 
station and Crystal Commons 
outside of the busy intersection 
above. According to Richard 
Tambone, a plan addressing all of 
the MBTA's requests for such a 
walkway has been completed and 
will be submitted for MBTA 
review this week. Tambone had 
previously assured the BOA that 
if the walkway is not completed 
before condominiums are, he will 
provide a vehicle to transport res- 
idents of the complex to and from 
the MBTA station. 

“This should not be built until 
that walkway is approved,” 
Doucette said. 

Boyle stated that the developer 
has demonstrated a commitment 
to building the walkway and that 
he should not be pet ed for the 
slow moving bureaucracy of the 
MBTA. Furthermore, Boyle stat 
ed that town officials have indi 


cated that water supply would not 
be an issue. 

State Rep. James Miceli 
attempted to contribute to the 
discussion of the MBTA pedway 
but because the public hearing 
portion of the process had ended, 
Miceli was not recognized 

Like Doucette. Loud was con 
cerned by the water supply 
issues, but concurred with Boyle 
that the Board must rely on the 
opinion of the experts. He com 
mended the project's use of 
Smart Growth concepts. 

“This is the ‘smartest growth’ 
this town has seen in years - you 
couldn't get any closer to the 
train,” Loud said. ~This develop 
done everything this board 
sked. The project was orig 
153 units, now it is 108." 

Loud commended Tambone's 
most recent alteration of the plan 
in which the townhouses were 
eliminated and a number of two- 
bedroom units were converted to 
single-bedroom units 

“Doing that reduced the project 
by 19 bedrooms, and it's the num 
ber of bedrooms that contribute 
to traffic,” Loud said 

Miceli, along with a number of 
area residents, have opposed the 
project since its inception 


DeRensis, Wilmington's con- 
tact point within DW, respond- 
ed when first contacted for 
comment. “I understand there 
was some ‘hard ball’ in the 
negotiations, but that new 
terms were agreed to all 
around, but I don't see why this 
is of anyone's concern.

“I have publicly 
opposed projects in neighbor 
hoods in other parts of town.” 

Over the past several years 
Miceli has opposed the 
Whispering Pines development 
being constructed on Salem 
Street and was one of the most 
vocal opponents of the Regency 
Place development proposed for 
West Street 

According to Miceli, the Crystal 
Commons fight is not yet over 

‘What the Board has done with 
this decision is to put the 
burden on the public,” Miceli 
said. “Now the public must spend 
their own personal money to fight 
this project

Debuts at the JV level

Much like the explosion of 
girls hockey across the state 
about five years ago, the game 
of lacrosse certainly has 
become the next phenomenon 
in high school sports. Certainly 
Wilmington made sure it kept 
up to the standard times of 
what is popular.

“EIGHT BELOW" 
GRADE: *** 

“Eight Below” is a throw- 
back to the good old days of 
Disney live-action entertain- 
ment. The plot centers around 
a heroic guide for Antarctic sci- 
entific expeditions (played by 
Paul Walker), who is forced by 
bad weather to abandon his 
research outpost, leaving 
behind his eight loyal sled dogs, 
out in the elements, to fend for 
themselves, 

The majestic dogs must 
endure a brutal winter at the 
South Pole with no human help. 
That means scrounging for 
food, huddling for warmth and 
surviving in one of the most 
inhospitable environments on 
the planet (Warning for the 
wee ones: They may not all 
make it 

The audience gets to know 
these noble animals on a spe 
cial trek with Walker's charac 
ter and a NASA scientist 

sruce Greenwood) looking for 
avery special meteorite 

Not only does this segment 
make dog sledding look like a 


very fun way to get to work 
but when disaster strikes the 
canines are responsible for say 
ing their human companions 

Then comes a major storm 
and an early winter, There's 
not enough reom on the plane 
to evacuate humans and dogs. 
Walker reluctantly leaves his 
furry friends, expecting that 
they will die 

But the dogs are determined 
to prove him wrong. They learn 
to hunt seagulls, dine on the 
carcass of a whale and do bat 
tle with a massive leopard seal 
who looks more like something 
out of the dinosaur era than a 
cuddly mammal 

Director Frank Marshall 
delivers all this with some 
spectacular images and respect 
for his animal stars. It would 
be easy enough to Disney-up 
this material by giving the 
dogs human voices once they 
are on their own, but Marshall 
and screenwriter David DiGilio 
resist the impulse. As a result, 
“Eight Below” is one of those 
rare movies that will satisfy all 
age groups (although some of 
its moments of peril will proba- 
bly be too much for very young 
viewers )

“THE MATADOR” 

“The Matador” is a dark 
comedy about an average guy 
who falls under the influence of 
a self-described “facilitator of 
fatalities.” The innocent man is 
Danny Wright (Greg Kinnear), 
a squeai an businessman 
from suburban Denver who 
goes to Mexico City to make a 
pitch for his small company 

There he bumps into a fel 
low hotel guest, Julian Noble 
(Pierce Brosnan), and is imme 
diately taken with this amusing 
fellow's hard-drinking, cyni 
cism-spewing, Hawaiian-shirt 
wearing approach to life 
(There's a priceless scene of 
Julian striding through a 
crowded hotel lobby on his way 
to the pool clad only in black 


parking.

The two get along famously, 
though Julian is coy about his 
line of work 

“You a spy, something like 
that?” Danny prods while 
they’re watching a bullfight. At 
that point Julian reveals that 
he’s a contract killer, a guy 
who's sent all over the world to 
eliminate people who need 
eliminating 

Danny is pretty sure Julian 
is joking, At least he hopes so 
On the other hand, it would be 
kind of cool to have an assassin 
for a buddy. 

One of the clever notions 
concocted by writer/director 
Richard Shepard is that with 
Danny, a man with no killer 
instinct, and Julian, a bottom 
feeding loner who seems never 
to have experienced everyday 
normalcy, each has what the 
other needs. 

Just how sticky that can be 
is developed in the film's sec 
ond act, when many months 
later a desperate Julian shows 
up at the home of Danny and 
his wife (Hope Davis). The 
killer laments that he has lost 
his nerve. He has fumbled one 
hit, and if he doesn't pull off 
the next flawlessly he'll be the 
next victim 

What's a friend to do? 
Danny decides to accompany 
Julian on his next job so that 
he can boost the doubting 
killer's confidence with lots of 
pep talks. But here's the big 
question: If Julian freezes 
again, will Danny pull the trig 
ger for him? 

Shepard's screenplay intro 
duces lots of intimations of 
morality and mortality but ulti 
mately sidesteps any heavy 
substance in favor of a breezy 
comedic style. Kinnear and 
Brosnan pull it off perfectly

Jack's life is interrupted by 
Bill Cox (Paul Bettany), a vil- 
lain who, with his crew of bad- 
dies, breaks into Jack's house 
and take his family hostage.

cation requests that are not 
being met at each grade 
level, Kerble said. 

“Oldham said one of the 
reasons this is occurring is 
because the only option for a 
child who is having any kind 
of trouble in school is to 
place him in a special educa- 
tion program. This means 
students who are having 
trouble with organizational 
or study skills, but have no 
other disabilities, work with 
the same teachers as stu- 
dents who are diagnosed 
with ADHD and autism. 

“Oldham said she wishes 
there was a learning center 
where any student could go 
during a free block or during 
class time to get help in any- 
thing from reading to home- 
work and study skills.
